Yesterday afternoon Senator John i". 


Jones arrived from Elko. A carriage 
•was aent out to meet the stage and the 
Senator was escorted into town by the 
Excelsior Band which iu Fred Wilson's 
big Btnge-wngon met the Senatorial con- 
veyance on the outskirts. . A large 
crowd was assembled in front of Wood- 
ruff & Eunor's Hall, and on the arrival 
of the Senator he was greeted with 
three rousing cheers in which Demo- 
crats as well as .Republicans partici- 
pated. It was a merited non-partisan 
tribute to a representative who is uni- 
versally acknowledged to hava served 
his constituents faithfully, and who lias 
with such marked ability and zeal up- 
held the principal productive interest of 
the State. The carriage was also greeted 
with cheers us it came up "Weed street, 
which the Senator gracefully acknowl- 
edged by removing his hat and bowing 
to the crowd. An anvil salute also 
added to the general hilarity of the oc- 
casion. After a temporary retirement 
to his room, Mr. Jones was escorted to 
the Gem restaiirant where a long table 
was spread and an elegant supper 
served, which was partaken of by the 
committee and a number of invited 
guests, the Senator occupying the post 
of honor at the head of the table. In 
the evening the streets were brilliantly 
illuminated with torches, those belong- 
ing to the Democracy being courteously 
loaned for the occasion. Many of the 
briildings on the principal streets were 
decorated with flags, and the town pre- 
sented in every respect a decidedly 
brilliant and gala day appearance. 
Shortly before 8 o'clock the Senator 
was escorted by the Reception Com- 
mittee to the hall, which was densely 
crowded, a gjoodly proportion of the au- 
dience beinE; composed of ladies. 
He 


Wis greeted with^ cheers as he entered 
the room, and the band played a tri- 
umphal march. The speaker was es- 
corted to the platform where he took 
his seat surrounded by the Reception 
Committee find the officers of theBlaine 
and Logan Club. W. J. Plumb intro- 
duced R. 0. Gordon, who had been ap- 
pointed to make the opening speech. 
Mr. Gordon addressed the audience in 
some well chosen and appropriate re- 
marks which were well received, end- 
ing by introducing the speaker of the 
evening. 


SENATOR JOKES' SPEECH. 


The Senator commenced by thanking 


the people of Tusoarora for the enthusi- 
astic manner in which ho had been re- 
ceived by liis political friends and the 
courtesy and friendship evinced 
by 


those of the opposing party. He said 
he had no sot speech, and that he came 
to make a talk rather than deliver a 
political address. He proposed giving 
an account of his stewardship since he 
had been first honored by the people 
of Nevada -with the great trust of repre- 
senting them in part in the National 
Senate, and also to express his views 
upon the more important issues of the 
campaign. 
This he proposed to do 


without personal reflections upon any 
of his politioal opponents, and in such 
•a manner an would not prove offensive 
to anyone. 
It is but justice to the 


speaker to state that he faithfully kept 
his promise in that respect. He com- 
menced upon the silver question, de- 
tailing its history briefly since the first 
coinage of that metal until his election 
to the Unitud States Senate. He then 
gave a detailed and interesting account 
of the contest in Congress before the 
passage of the present law authorizing 


restricted coinage of silver. la doing 
this he necessarily spoke at considera- 
ble length of his own connection with 
the matter which was unavoidable, con- 
sidering the prominent, or leading po- 
sition ho occupied as the principal 
champion of the measure in the Senate 
and in the committee previously ap- 
pointed to investigate and report upon 
the general merits of the question. He 
handled the subject in u masterly man- 
ner and furnished abundant proof of his 
familiarity with all of its details. lie 
moreover undoubtedly convinced every 
person in the audience that the people f 
of the State were largely indebted to 
him for the favors they now enjoy under 
the Coinnge Act. He apologized | for 
1 


Mr. Elaine's opposition to the bill on 
the ground that he did not understand 
it, but expressed his belief that he was 
now sound upon the subject, and would 
favor the maximum rate of coinage if, 
or rather, when he was elected. The 
Chinese question was the nexi sub- 
ject to which the speaker devoted 
his remarks. 
He admitted the East- 


ern Republicans were at first gener- 
ally 
opposed 
to 
the 
restriction 


of 
Chinese immigration, • but 
from 


mistaken motives of patriotism and 
humanity, and it required time to edu- 
cate them up to our way of thinking, 
The Democrats of the South, on the 
other hand had two centuries' experi- 
ence with an inferior race, and were 
theiefore prepared to fall in with our 
•views upon the subject. Ho helped 
draw the plank in the Republican Na- 
tional Platform opposing Chinese im- 
migration, and had insisted upon it, 
notwithstanding the opposition of Sen- 
ator Hoar and others, because he knew 
it was in accordance with the sentiments 
of nearly the entire people of the Pacif- 
ic Coast. 
The speaker nest took up 


the tariff 
question 
taking 
strong 


grounds in favor of high protection. 
This most intricate and contradicting 
subject was ably and adroitly handled 
in the interest of his political party, 
and the Senator made some good points 
by humorous comparisons and aptly 
applied anecdotes. 
He took such high 


protective grounds that he -would build 
up the wall of protection so high that 
it would exclude the importation of all 
articles manufactured by the pauper 
labor of Europe. 
The Senator spoke 


for upwards of two hours, and was lis- 
tened to by an interested and attentive 
audience throughout, the room being 
filled to its utmost capacity from the 
opening to the close. He aid not touch 
upon any other questions than those 
alluded to above, the lateness of the 
hour doubtless preventing him from do- 
ing 
s>o. The Senator most certainly 


created a favorable impression here, as 
•was manifested by the frequent ap- 
plause by which his remarks were met. 
The meeting broke up with three hearty 
cheers for Senator Jones.
